IN ASTORM’S CIRCLE 


Cloudbursts Cause a Deluge 
in Iowa. 


Seventy-five Houses Swept Away by 


Eight Persons Drowned—Fears That 
Many More Have Perished, 


Rivers Overflowing—Railway Tracks 
Washed Out-—Bridges Car led 
Away-Many Families Driven 
from Their Homes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHEROKEE (Iowa.) June 24.—/[By 
the Associated Press.] The terrors of 
the Johnstown flood were in part re- 
peated in this place today. Seventy- 
five houses were Carried out of sight in 
a Niagara-like torrent. How many 
lives were lost is yet a matter of uncer- 
tainty. A terrific cloudburst, thrice 
repeated, and wind, almost a hurri- 
cane, are what consummated the dread 
work. The storm which began last 
night appears to have swept in a vast 
circle of Northwestern Iowa fully 200 
miles in diameter, with Cherokee 
as the center. Upto 10:30 p. m. to- 
night, owing to the destruction of wires 
and rallroads, only the vaguest reports 
have reached here from the devastated 
territory to the west, south and north. 
The damage here, taking inte account 
the relatively small size of the tow’, is 
enormous. Most of the destruction in 
Cherokee was wroughtyby an extraor- 
dinary downpour of water from the 
sky. The flood carried off apparently 
without effort the big trusses of the 
bridge an the [Illinois Central, and 


approach. 


THE LITTLE sIoux RAGING.

“On the Central Iowa branch 900 
feet of track was carried away. On tne 
Sioux Falis branch seven bridges were 
washed off. The Chicago and Nortb- 
westeru tracks in the Sioux Valley are 
out for over half a mile at Sutherland. 
The same road is also washed out at 
Carroll. 

“At Merrill, eight miles from this 
city, the Floyd River rose fit teeu feet 
in three hours this afternoon and to- 
night. The flood is sweeping through 
the Floyd River Valley toward this 
city and devastating hundred of acres 
of crops.

Charges of Fraud Against Two 
Prominent Operators. 

SAN Francisco, June 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Suit was begun 
today in the Circuit Court by Oscar C. 
Steel against M. W. Fox, president, 
and J. W. Brown, vice-president of the 
West Consolidated Virginia aud Cali- 
fornia Gold and Silver Mine Company 
and its directors. Steel avers that he 
entered into negotiations with Brown 
and Fox in 1887 for the purpose of de- 
veloping ground which had beer re- 
located several times and on which no 
work of importance had been done 
until recently, though reports had been 
circulated that the pro riy contained 
the major portion of the ore body of 
the famous bonanza locations. Browu 
and Fox, it is alleged, agreed to fur- 
nish the money necessary to develop 
this claim and to form a 
to control the stock which should be 
disposed of to the best advantage. 
Steel turned over the property to them, 
receiving as his portion of the capital 
stock, 45,000 shares. Twenty thou- 
sand shares were set aside as a work- 
ing capital. When 56.000 shares 
of the pooled stock should havs been 
sold, the pool was to be declared dis- 
solved, and the remaining 33,700 were 
to be transferred to Steel. 

Complainant avers that sales were 
subsequently made of the working 
capital stock, but not through the 
efforts of Brown or Fox. o also 
states that when Brown and Fox se- 
cured control of the Andes Mining 
Company they informed him of his elec- 
tion as superintendent of that com- 
pany and that they had concluded 
arrangements whereby the work 
of both companies was to be carried on 
jointly. Steel was then superintend- 
ent of the defendant corporation. He 
was required to report to the latter 
not the cost uf the joint work on the 
two properties but of the work on the 
Andes alone. Plaintiff charges that 
defendants did not pay the Andes 
Company any part of the money ex- 
pended in doing the work, but that iu 
order to create an indeptedness on the 
part of the West Consolid\ted Vir- 
ginia and California and defraud him 
of his stock in the latter, they caused 
West Consolidated Virginia to ac- 
knowledge a liability for joint work 
which was wholly false and fraudulent.

ANOTHER CONFERENCE ON RE- 
TRENCHMENT MEASURES. 


Salaries of the School Teachers 
,Discussed—Meeting of Police 
and Fire Commissioners— 
Sunday Saloon Closing. 


The members of the City Council held an- 
other intormal conference yesterday after- 
noon to discuss retrenchment measures. 
The salary list of the school board was 
gone over, and various cuts suggested. 
These will be presented to the Board of 
Education, with the recommendation that 
they be adopted, the Council having no 
control over the finances of the board. 

It has been generally conceded in official 
circles that Mayor Hazard wonld veto the 
retrenchment ordinance, the only point in 
which any interestis felt a whether 
the Council will pass the ordinance over 
the veto. The Mayor has until Saturday 
night at 12 o’clock to prepare his message. 

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 

The Board of Police Commissioners met 
in the Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon, 
with Commissioners Dexter, Bryson and 
Suyder present and Commissioner Dexter 
presiding. 

A communication was read from the City 
Council, transmitting a petition to be al- 
lowed to put up a post on Spring street, 
which was referred to the Chief to find out 
what was wanted.

Louis J. Stengel applied for permission 
to discharge firearms ou bis premises in 
East I. os Angeſes. Stengel claims that his 
neighbors’ chickens trespass on his place. 
and he wants the privileze of killing them 
with a shotgun. The commissioners ex- 
essed themseives «8 being in sympathy 
with Stengel, but declined to — the pe- 
tition, which was laid on the table, 

J. H. Murphy made appiic:tion to be ap- 

inted special policeman for service on 

varney’s night patrol, without Bed from 
the city. The Chief stated that Kéarney’s 
patrol! had alwavs acted with the depert- 
inent, and Murphy was accordingly ap- 
pointed. 

In the matter of the claim of Botilléer 
against Officer Todd, the Chief reported 
that Todd had said he would pay the biil at 
once, and he was given ashort time further, 
the iimft being extended one month. :

A communication was read from Dr. J. J. 
Choate, saying that Officer Johnson was 
very sick with typhoid fever, coutracted in 
the discharge of his duties, that he had 
been very unfortunate, having had a great 
deal of sickness in his family, that he was 
financially cramped, and to stop his pay 
would be a great hardshi Atter debate, 
the officer was allowed half- pay for the 
month. 

The case of Officer Collins was also 
brought up, but the board declined to grant 
any further relief, he having been allowed 
daft pay for two months.

Ine Chief brought up the matter of Sun- 
day-closing of saloons, and stated that the 
department had been called to task for the 
wanner in which they made their cases.

THE COURTS. 


Important Tax Cases Before 
Judge Van Dyke, 


THE PEOPLE Vs. B. BALLERINO. 


The Police Court Again Sustained 
by Judge Clarks—The Rape 
Fiend’s Triai—The Canada 
Murder—Legal Notes. 


Two cases which should prove of interest 
to the geperal public came up for trial be- 
fore Judge Van Dyke in Department Four 
yesterday. They were entitled the People 
vs. B. Ballerino and the County of Los An- 
geles vs. B lierino, and as the same ques- 
tions were involved in both suits, it was 
stipulated that they be tried and submitted 
together. 

Deputies York and Marble of the District 
Astorney’s office appeared for the plaintiffs, 
while Horace Allen, Esq., represehted the 
defendant, 


The plaintiffs alleged that on the first 


Monday in March. 1888, Buillerino was the 
owner in fee of 136 acres of land, being the 
W¢ of the SW, and lots3 and 4, of sec- 
tion 30, township 1 south, range 13 west, 8. 
B. M., situated at the corner of Pico street 
and Frémont avenue. This land was duly 
assessed by the County Assessor sata valua- 
tion $101,100, which included 800 for im- 
provements. iu August, 1888. however, 
this valuation was reduced by 10 per cent. 
by the State Board of Equalization, thus 
placing the valuation at #90,99v. The State 
taxes upon this amounted to $496.80, and 
the county taxes $686.07. Ballerino refused 
to pay these sums, on the ground that his 
property had been overassessed, and the 
day before the date upon which the County 
Tax Collector was required by law to sell 
the property, he obtained a writ of injuuc- 
tion preventing him from selling it, which 
remained in effect nearly a year before 
being oa dissolved. 

In 1889 he pursued similar tactics, but 
failed, and the property was sold by the 
Tax Collector to relson of Kansas 
City, from whom Ballerino subsequently 
redeemed it. 

The State and county therefore demand 
udgment against Ballerino for $496.80 aud 

07 respectively, together with 2 per 
cent. per month interest thereon, from the 
last Monday in December, 1888, and 5 per 
cent. per annum interest fur delinquency. 

The defendant claims that the suits are 
barréd by the statute of limitation, and 
alleges tnat the property was fraudulently 
and exorbitantly assessed for the purpose 
of harrassing bim by ruinous taxation. He 
further alleges that the County Assessor 
conspired with divers other persons to over- 
burden his property so as to induce him to 
dispose of it to them for their own use and 
profit in speculation. He asse that his 
property was only worth $100 per acre, 
whereas it was assessed at $800 per acre. 
In order to prove his allegations he stated 
that the farm a journing his land was only 
assessed at 9200 acre, while severai 
others in the.immediate vicinity were only 
vaiued at $50 per acre. The defendant’s 
answers conclude as follows: It comes to 
this, that the «efendaatis required to pay 
taxes on $77,39) which he does not own or 
possess.” 

After hearing the testimony, the Court or- 
dered the cases submitted on briefs, the de- 
fendant being allowed thirty days in which 
to prepare the same, and the plaintiff five 
days in which to reply. 

TEST CASE ON SUNDAY CLOSING. 

In Department Two, yesterday morning, 
Judge Clark denied the application of 
Robert Bell for a writ of prohibition to 
prevent Police guage Owens from proceed- 
ing with the triai of the case agains: him, 


in which he is charged with having, on De- 


cember 7 last, vivlated the Sunday-ciosing 
ordinance. Bell was arrested by Officer 
Kohn, who swore to a complaint against 
the saloon-man, which was filedin Pol ce 
Judge Owens’ court. The case was set for 
arraignment and plea on December 24, at 
which time the defendant appeared and de- 
murred tothe complaint on the grounds 
that the court bad no jurisdiction, and that 
the complaint did not state facts sufficient 
to constitute a public offense. The Court, 
after overruling this demurrer and compell- 
ing defendant to plead, denied his request 
for trial by jury, and set the ca-e for trial 
before himself on January 8 last, but mean- 
while Bell applied for the writ which Judge 
Clark, yesterday, refused in accordance 
with the following opinion: 

This is an application for a writ of prohi- 
bition praying that respondent be prohib- 
ited from proceeding to try petitioner, who 
is charged with having violated a city ordi- 
vance commonly known as “the Sunday 
closing .ordiuance.”’ 

The petition is based upon two points: 

First—That tue act approved March 18, 
1885, and known as the “Whitney Act,” 
does not apply to the city of Los Angeles, 
und that the city has therefore no police 


court. 

Second—That said city ordinance is uv- 
constitutional and void. 

The first point 1s disposed of by the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court in re Halstead, 
filed June 19, 189). 

The second point should, I think, be pre- 
. on appeal, and not by writ of proni- 

tion. 

It is therefore ordered that the prayer of 
the petition be denied, and the alternative 
writ be dismissed with costs. 

W. H. CLARK, Judge. 

Several other cases of a similar nature 
came up in the Police Court at the same 
time, and proceedings were suspended to 
await the result of this, the test case. 

THE RAPE FIEND’S TRIAL. 

The trial of the case against J. Renault. 
the Frenchman charged with having as- 
saulted Mrs. Emma Eicholz of Boyle 


Heights, with intent to commit rape, on 
May 18 last, was resumed before Judge 
Smith and a jury in Department One of the 
Superior Court yesterday, a special jury 
having datermined that he was sane and 
therefore accuuntabie for his acts, 

As on the preceding day the defense pro- 
ceeded to show by the witnesses, Horace 
Bell, Esq.. A. N. Teller, F. Endel, Drs. 
Nadeau and Reed and others that the de- 
fendant was of unsound mind at the time 
of the co mmission of the offense. 

The defendant, J. Renault, then took the 
stand in his own behalt, and in a perfectly 
rational manner, which effectually dispelied 
all doubt as to his sanity from the minds of 
his hearers, told bis side of the story. He 
was first interrogated as to his antecedents, 
evidently with the view of testing bis mem- 
ory, and he stated that he was born near 
Montreal, 2 1854, which made him 
37 years of age. 
and resided about thirty miles from Mon- 
treal. He had six sisters and seven broth- 
ers, four of whom were older than he. He 
had been educated ata small school, with 
some twenty or more children from the 
neighboring farms, but only in the rudai- 
mentary branches. As soon as he was old 
en ugh to work he was sent away from 
home and earned his living as a farm 
laborer, He returned home after an ab- 
sence of several years, but quarreled with 
his father about selling some property and 
also about a woman whom he subsequently 
married. His wife had four children, but 
as he had reasons for believing they were 
not ‘his offspring, he left them about 
twelve years ago and went to Mexico. 
Thence he came to California, and finally 
located in this county. He then detai 
the places at which he had worked and the 
persons by whem he had been employed, 
finally coming down to the day of the as- 
sault. He admitted everytinng but the as- 
sault itself, which he denied emphatically, 
and acknowledged that he knew it was 
-wrong for any man to-do what he was 
chargea with having done. 
The next witsess called was Dr. H. G. 
Brainerd, superintendent of the county 
hospital, who materially damaged 
defense by stating that he. 
nad oder ten years’ ex 
the insane asylums of Iowa, 
after an examination of the defendant, he 
was sstiefied that he was not 2 
monomaniac at all, but merely a man of 
low-grade intellect by birth and education. 

This closed the case for the defense, aud 
court then adjourned for the day, à recess 
being ordered until 100’ciock this morning,

A Clergyman’s Strange Disease. 


The death of the Rev. Thomas Pitts, 


D. D., of : Pittsburg, gives to medical 
science the strangest case ever known in 
pathology. An autopsy has disclosed 
that the late minister had a veritable 
thorn in his brain. 

Dr. Samuel Avers, the specialist on 
diseases of the brain, conducted the post 
mortem. When the skull was opened a 
long plate was discove It was two 
inches in length, three-quarters of an 
inch in Width, and, had a very rough 
surface. It was found occupying a part 
of the membraneous partition, between 
the two hemispheres of the brain. The 
minister died suffering from convulsions, 
which were doubtless caused by this 
bony growth.

‘MORE ABOUT RAMIE. 


S. H. Slaught has just returned from 
a monoth’s trip to the Southern States 
where he has been looking into the 
matter of ramie Culture. He found 
Southern Louisiana and Alabama suf- 
fering from a long two months’ 
drought, and as they do not irrigate 
there, it affects the crop unfavorably, 
but otherwise the prospacts are very 
favorable, especiaily in Texas. In 
El Paso they are very anxious to en- 
gage inthis new and profitable enter- 
prise and went about preparing to form 
u company immediately to promote its 
growth and manufacture. 

In San Bernardino county also great 
interest is manifested. Richard Gird 
agrees to plant all he can prepare 
ground for immediately, and has or- 
dered the roots. He is anxious to 
learn all about the plant and its value, 
being desirous of entering largely into 
its production in the spring, as soon as 
the ground can be summer-fallowed. 
He wants a plant started on his place, 
which bas been guaranteed him. Mr. 
Slaucht is not at all disconcerted by 
the bounty bill becoming a failure 
as he all the time was opposed to that 
kind of assistance. He thinks that if 
capitalists can be induced to organize 
good companies and agree to contract 
with the farmers to purchase their 
crude fiber at 6 cents a pound for 
five years, that will start the enter- 
prise immediately. No one would 
plant for 1 cent a pound, and no one 
would build a factory without a supply 
of fiber, therefore the two must work 
hand in hand. 

He says ramie roots can be planted 
all through the warm summer months 
when water can be obtained to irrigate 
or sufficient moisture is at hand. 

Ramie is a perennial (an evergreen) 
and grows best in warm weather. Full 
instructions will be given in all cases 
when roots are ordered. 


A light crop can be cut the first 
spring and two heavy ones later on. 
Mr. Slaught has ordered a machine to 
decorticate and will show that it can 


rent, sell or use it, guaranteeing the 
work. His process for ungumming, 
which has been the difficult part, is 
also very simple and effectual. The 
ungummiing will be done in the factory 
and the farmer simply dries and bales 
the rough fiber and it can be stored for 
use indefinitely. 

Those who have suitable land in 
Southern California should certainly 
make a trial with this new and prom- 


‘ising crop. Mr. Slaught will be pleased 


to give any particulars that are re- 
quired. A letter addressed to him in 
Los Angeles will always reach him. 

If we can make a thorough success 
‘of two stich staple crops as ramie and 
sugar beets in Southern California, in 
addition to our horticultural resources, 
the immediate progress of this section 


| is assured beyond a peradventure. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Apropos of a suggestion which ap- 
peared in TR TIMES yesterday morn- 
ing, concerning a catalogue for the 
public librar y, it may be stated that 
special finding lists of juvenile books 
aud works of fiction have already been 
prepared in convenient pamphlet form, 
and a general finding list, similarly 
compilea, will be issued from the 
press of the Times-Mirror Printing and 
Binding House the last of this month. 
The work of publication has involved 
infinite pains and labor on the part of 
both the compilersand the printers, 
and has been necessarily a little slow. 
The finding lists give names of authors, 
names of books and all requisite in- 
formation in the most convenient form. 
As to the classification by topics, that 
was done long ago, as anybody can see 
lists 
in covers, which lie on the 
main counter of the library. 
lt is difficult to keep a printed 
catalogue of books arranged by 
topics in alibrary which is growing as 
rapidly. as ours. It would involve a 
revision and republication of the cata- 
logue every month to keep it complete, 
which is not to be thought of. 

Taking allin all, the classifications 
in the public library are very thorough, 
and with the new finding list avail- 
able, anybody who is disposed to take 
the least bit of trouble to find out 
what he wants, can get accessto any 
book on the shelves, 

While the subject of the library is 
under discussion it might be well to 
say that there is some talk of reducing 
the appropriation for the coming year 
so as to cutoff the book-buying fund 
entirely. This, we think, would be a 
short-sighted policy. A library once 
started and making any pre- 
tensions to efficiency, should keep 
pace with the world of literature, 
to a reasonable extent. In a spasm of 
economy it cannot afford to cut off all 
current publications any more than a 
man who is a little hard pressed can 
afford to dispense with his daily paper. 
There are other, better and more ex- 
tensive ways of economizing in city 
affairs. It would be the worst kind of 
economy to cripple a fine institution 
like the Public Library by denying it 
the comparatively small appropriation 
for buying books during the coming 
year, und the will of the public will be 
against such a mistaken idea of re- 
trenchment.

Senator Stewart's ideas. 
[New York Press.] 

Senator Stewart, the gray- whiskered 
patriarch of Nevada, is still in New 
York, and spends much of his time in 
discussing the need of a change in the 
powers of the President and his term 
of office, which he thinks should be re- 
stricted to a single occupancy of the 
White House for four years. He said 
to me yesterday: The calamity of 
this country im the revolutionary 
period was Alexander Hamilton, who 
fixed in our institutions nearly all its 
features of monarchial tendency. The 
veto power is adespotism. The power 
of appointment is another. The Pres- 
ident can hold these two clubs over the 
heads of Senators and members of 
Congress, and no mau can contend 
against them. The man who has bills 
for which he will want the Presidential 
‘signature, will not invite the veto on 
them by refusing to do the President- 
ial bidding on measures of large policy. 
The same influence is exerted through 
appointments. Greater than all the 
evils isthe second term. The minute 
a man is elected President he begins 
to use his power to secure a second 
term. He lays thé ropes to that end 
from the minute he is elected. Under 
our civil service reform laws the poor 
devils in subordinate place are pro- 
hibited from taking any part in poli- 
tics, and are dismissed if they violate 
the rule. But everything is politics 
in the White House, With slavery 
and secession abandoned and knocked 
out, the gravest. danger that confronts 
the country is the tendency toward a 
mopurchy. The veto power and the 
appointment power and the second 
term all tend in that direction. I 
would not lengthen the single term to 
seven, or six, or even five years. In 
seven years a President, bent on re- 
taining power, could so entrench him- 
self that it would be necessary to fight 
to get him out.” .

At 4:30 the next morning I was out 
upon the streets of San Bernardino 
looking for a breakfast preparatory to 
a tramp to Redlands. I was not the 
only early bird looking for a worm. 
There appeared first one and then au- 
other and another of the seediesi, 
sleepiest looking set of bums“ I had 
ever encountered. There were so many 
I thought this place must be the nat- 
ural home of the genus tramp“'. 
They floated lazily along like an early 
morning mist, and seemed to greet me 
asapard. It wasa forcible reminder 
of the company in which I had placed 
myself. and turhw my thoughts to One 
who “made Himself of no reputation“ 
to give a home to those who, in their 
Father’s sight, were lower than these. 

By a little after 5 o’clock I was on 
my way, following the track of the 
motor road through the suburbs of San 
Bernardino. Great overshadowing 
cottonwoods, board fences black with 
age, rather weedy looking pastures, 
and almost total absence of fruit trees 
were the prevailing features for over 
an hour, until I reached and crossed 
the Santa Aus River. The population 
of California seems to be like the soil 
—laid in distinct strata—each baving 
definite distinguishing characteristics. 
This is the original Mexican strata, 
such as you find, settied about the old 
missions; the early Ameri can settlers, 
dating from the Mexican War and the 
discovery of gold, who largely inter- 
married with the Mexicans, the later 
American settlers, like this Mormon 
colony at San Bernardino, and the re- 
cent influx of live American ¢éitizens, 
of which the enterprising leaders and 
projectors of the Riverside coluny, 
may be said to be the advance guard. 
They are distinctly marked, and some- 
times you wil pass over all four in a 
few hours’ t It is not diffi- 
cult to discover that the latter will 
goon bury the other three out of sight. 
As willows spring up by the water- 
courses, miniature Riversides are lin- 
ing the roadbed of tne great Santa Fé 
system as it penetrates the vaileys and 
spreads over the mesas of this wonder- 
tully- productive country. It costs 
money to develop a mine, but when 
you 
run a drift or extend a tunnel, there is 
no lack of money to push on the work. 
Here is a mine which has been demon- 
strated to be capable of producing gol - 
den harvests every year, and, take my 
word for it, it will de developed for all 
it is worth. Not many years heoce 
these new settlements, now separated 
by seemingly desert stretches of land, 
willclasp bands, and the projectors 
will iorget their labors and trials in 
seeing the fruits of their toil, and in 
enjoying the happiness of their chil- 
dren. 

In crossing the Santa Ana and the 
stretch of bottom-land lying between 
that stream and Oldtown, you pass into 
a most promising section of this last 
and predominating clement. Shortly 
after crossing the Santa Fé track I 
came to Dr. Eaarsan'an place. Hardly 
past 7. Was, tod early for a 
dall, but Mr. Hunt, the genial post- 
master and storekeeper at Oldtown, 
showed me the artesian well upon this 
— which, at a depth of about six 

uudred feet, produces a steady sup- 
ply oftwenty-seven miner's inches of 
water. Just beyond are the largest 
walnut and orange trees I have 


yet seen in Southern California, be-

as lapproached the promising city ot 
Redlands. Itis truthfully a promis- 
ing city. Very few of the thousands 
of acres in and around Redlands are 
yet in bearing. Ina few years it will 
rival R verside, if it does not outstrip 
her. As I walked down the broad 
avenue which leads into the city, past 
elegant residences, surrounded by 
neatly trimmed hedges, and saw the 
large substantial buildings of brick 
beyond me, and large stretches of well- 
graded streets, I could ‘scarcely rea- 
ze that it was a town of but four 
years’ growth. It is now in bud; soon 
it will dioom with homes. We saw 
one place of ten acres that sold 
recently for $8500, the improvements 
being mixed beuriug fruits, mostly de- 
ciduous, and a small cottage house; 
another of the same size, all in orange, 
choice stock, and bearing, for $14,000, 
both in the city limits. 

In the afternoon a friend took me 
foradrive up the foothills upon the 
divide between the Santa Ana and. 
San Timoteo valleys. 4. 

Here twin brothers, A. H. and A. K. 
Smiley, well known in the East, have 
erecied for themselves two elegant 
residences, with outbuildings and 
reservoirs at great expense, and have 
converted these barrén hills into what, 
in four or five years’ time, will be a 
most beautiful park. Winding roads, 
terraced slopes set with an infinine 
variety of trees and rare plants, flow- 
ers and budding plants now adorn the 
bills, among which ince drive 
wends its way to tie summit.

red map with regular dashes of green 
—the newly-planted trees in the fresh 
red soil from which the place is named. 
Exiending off to the right and left 
und away across to the foothills of the 
San Bernardino Range sweeps in gentle 
slope the great valley, some twenty 
miles or more long and twelve to fif- 
teen wide, I should judge by the eye, 
which includes Rediands, San Ber- 
nardino and other towns and settle- 
ments, and opens into the larger val- 
ley that extends tothe ocean. Beyond 
is lifted up the great San Bernardino 
Range, crowned by snow-capped Gray 
Back, San Bernardino peak and Old 
Baldy, seeming to lift up their heads 
in prayer and praise to the Giver of 
all good for the mercies and blessings 
poured into the valley beneath for the 
benefit of man. 

Off to the north and west you can, 
see the spot where the Santa Ana 
takes its rise, and’ the limestone wall 
of rock washed white and clean by 
the winter’s rain. Over there also in 
the mountain side, though not visible 
tothe eye is the famous Bear Valley 
dam, the great heart of the human 
part of this scene from which courses 
the life-blood in invisible arteries to 
all these fields and dwellings, patting 
flesh and color upon the surface, one of 
which is now, with gentle music, dis- 
charging its stream into the reservoir 
at my sid’ from which it is being con- 
ducted in delicate veins zigzagging 
over and around these hills which the 
Smileys have chosen to make their 
home. I could not but think of the 
original donation and trust Be fruit- 
ful and multiply and replenish the 
earth and subdue it,“ and look forward 
to that coming day when under a per- 
fect Kuler man’s fondest dreams shall 
be realized. Meanwhile in the sweat 
of our face we struggle hopefuliy 
against the effects of the curse, and 
certainly here is. an instance of much 
that is already accomplished and more 
in prospect. Just at the foot of these 
hills is the residence of Frank E 
Brown, a young man trom New Haven, 
who is said to be the main projector of 
the colony at Redlands. He may 
well satisfied with his work. 

Later in the day I wus reminded 
that this place was in touch with Los 
Augeles by seeing, on the arrival of 
the train, a news agent with an enor- 
mous bundle of THe Times, which 
were being quickly distributed to hun- 
gry readers. Newspapers are to the 
mind as these streams of water to the 
soil, receivers and distributors. Much 
can be done - 4 the newspapers in fil- 
tering what they receive, but after all 
the most must be done by the reader in 


the purity of his thoughts and the aim 


of his life. 
To leap over the intervening country 
to Riverside we are presented with a 
rtion of what Redlands will become 
n a few years, and not Redlands only, 
but many another spot where enter- 
prise, capital, good judgment and 
mutual unselfish consideration shall 
animate a colony of fellow-mea to as- 
sociate together to subdue the earth“ 
to their will. 
Riverside is too well known, and bas 
been so frequentiy described that it is 
a needless to repeat the oft-told story 
to the readers of Tue Times. But of 
this place I would say, as of others, 
no pen description can give one an ad- 
equate idea of the place, Seen from a 
distance, or passing through in the 
cars it is, simply an orange grove—a 
stretch of green trees. The orange 
grove to the poetical fancy is some- 
thing different from the orango grove 
to the practical cultivator, and still 
different to the passer-by who may see 
it in all the glory of golden fruit and 
fragrant bloom, “like apples of gold in 
pictures of silver,“ or who may behold 
a lot of dark green trees in a sea of 
mud, during the process of irrigation. 
But Riverside seems to be a place 
where the poetic and the real have 
been so deftly blended that you per- 
ceive the handsome and substantial 
residences within these orange groves 
are occupied by a people who are not 
afraid of labor, nor dismayed by 
difficulties, and .who know how 
the dress off labor in its prettiest gar- 
ments. [Thad heard a good deal of 
Riverside, but when I saw it I feit like 
the Queen of Sheba in beholding Solo- 
mon’s glory, the balf had not been 
told.“ Magnolia avenue must be seen 
to be realized. If one who has not 
been there thinks of it as simply a 
dusty, country road lined with trees, 
and the traditional farmhouse on 
either side, he is all off in bis thinking. 
It is more like two Adams streets laid 
alongside each other with a row of 
trees between and on either hand, and 
extended seemingly indefinitely as you 
ride along by the hour and come to no 
end. It is a constant surprise as you go 
on and on, over a beautifully-graded 
avenue, well sprinkled, with overhang- 
ing trees and fine residences with well- 
kept lawns on either hand. never com- 
ing to an end, and it is all the 
more surprising after you have 
tramped over a desert, dusty 
road, and seen ahead of you only a 
strip of green. There is nothing pain- 
fully rich or extravagant. but a pleas- 
ing air of uniformity in the enjoyment 
of the fruits of labor. I did not enter 
any of these homes, nor, make in- 
quiries, because the facts are all doo 
well known to need repeating. | 
Finally we emerged from the garden 
of this mother of Southern California 
colonies and turned into the uncuiti- 
vated mesa from which Riverside bad 
been reclaimed. My friend drove me 
a mile or two over the mesa to the foot- 
hills, where an English company bus 
just set out 500 acres to-oranges, and 
there I again took foot about 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon for the Temescal 
mines, the first American tin mine to 
put its product upon themarket, which 
in the line of mineral production of 
Soutbern California may be what 
Riverside is to horticulture. : 
These mines deserve more no- 
tice than to be put at the tail end of a 
letter already too long. T. W. H.

Orrumwa (lowa.,) June 24.—[By 
the Associoted Press.] The Democratic 
State Convention assembled here this 
morning at 10 o’clock. Chairman Ful-' 
ler called the convention to order. 

The coming campaign, he says, is de- 
cisive, because it is conceded by both 
political parties that as Iowa goes in 


in the Presidential election of 1892. 
Should the Democrats carry the State 
and reélect Gov. Boies, the claim of 
Iowa asa pivotal State in the great 
national campaign of next year will 
be too well established to be disputed, 
and thé Voice of the Hawkeye State 
will consequently be a power in com- 
ing national conventions. 
Walter H. Butler, temporary chair- 
man, made an eloquent address, in 
which he eulogized Gov. Boies. He 
said the work of the Democratic party 
in Iowa would not be fully done till 
prohibition is swept from the code. 
Members of the new State Central 
Committee were then announced, and 
the convention took a recess till 
1:30 p. m. 
immediately after adjournnient the 
Committee on Resolutions met to pre- 
pare the plattorm. . Great progress 
was made, and except upon two or 
three disputed questions the platform 
was substantially agreed upon before 
the afternoon meeting. 
The platform leads off by indorsing 
Gov. ‘Boiés and his administration. 
The anti-prohibition plank of the plat- 


‘| form of 1889 was reaffirmed and the 


party is pledged to legislative enact- 
be Australian ballot was 
favored for ballot reform. The Me- 
Kinley tariff law is denounced and the 
principle of tariff for revenue only re- 
indorsed. State and national control 
of railroads is recommended and lib- 
eral pensions for disabled ex-Union 
soldiers favored. Tne World's Fair of 
1898 comes in for a plank, and an 
ample and liberal appropriation is 
recommended. Upon the silver ques- 
tion there was a long dispute, but the 
committee finally deciced to recede 
from the platform of a year ago, and 
merely favors free coinage of silver 
upon a just ratio,” making it full 
legal tender for all debts, public and 
private. 

Immediately after the meeting of 
the convention in the afternoon W. 

M. Pusey of Council Bluffs was se- 
lected as permanent chairman. 

After a speech by the permanent 
chairman, formal reports of commit- 
tees were received and adopted, and 
nomination of State officers was de- 
ciared in order. — 
Col. Ciark, of Cedar Rapids, nom - 
inated Boies for a second gubernatorial 
term. His speech was an elogu ne. 
and was loudly cheered throughout. 
The convention then by acclamation 
declared Boies the nominee. There 
was the wildest scene of enthusiasm 
for a time. 

‘Other nominations were: For Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, Samuei L. Bestow; 
Supreme Judge, eg Kinney; Super- 
intendent of Public Iustruction, J. B. 
Kuoepler; Railroad Commissioner, 
Peter A. Deye. 

The platform as finally presented, 
contained the silver clause of last year 
and was unanimously adopted without 
discussion. 

The platform demands the repeal of 
the prohibitory liquor law and the 
interests of true temperance favors a 
carefully guarded license law. It 
favors such changes in the laws as will 
insure full and equal taxatiou of every 
species of property after allowing the 
present exemptions. It favors the 
Australian ballot system, and de- 
nounces the Republican party, “for 
the defeat of this salutary reform 
in the Twenty-third General As- 
sembly.” It re-affirms adherence 
to the doctrine of control and 
regulation ot railroads as now en- 
acted into law, with such changes as 
experience may show to be necessary 
to proteot the people from the invasions 
of laws. It calls for statates which 
provide stringent safeguards in the or- 
ganization of all corporations to pro- 
tect the people from fraudulent con- 
cerns, and when any such artificial 
creature of the law is found engaged 
in barmful practices the law shall 
promptly put an end to its existence, 
rt denounces ull pools and combines 
and favours such action, State and na- 
tional, as will forfeit to the public all 
franchises and property made use of 
by corporations or others to 
form trusts. In manufactures, 
trade or commerce to the injury 
and spvuliation of the people and also 
to insure the punishment criminally of 
individuals thus conspiring against the 
public weal. The Democratic party 
deciares that ju the division of the

does not receive its fair proportion. 
On behalf of the laboring and produc- 
ing masses the platform **Renews that 
devotion to their interests and rights

detestation the alarming corruptions 
so widespread in Senatorial elections 
by legisiatures.

We reiterate our demand of a year ago 
fof the free coinage of silver, and that it 
made full legal tender for ail debts, public 
and private, and we denounce as unjust 
and dishonest the provision of the law re- 
cently enacted allowing parties to stipulate 
against payment in silver and silver certifi- 
cates, thus setting up one standard for the 
creditor and another for the debtor, one for 
the poor and another for the rich man. 

The platform favors liberal and 
equitable pensions; denounces the Mc- 

inley bill, the motives of its authors 
and defenders and the theory under 
which it is submitted for the approval 
of the American people; insists that 
every oppressive feature of the tariff 
be eliminated to the end that our mer- 
chant marine may be restored to the 
sea and the markets of the world 
opened to the producing classes.

WHAT LION IS, 


PEOPLE GENERALLY DO ne UN- 
DERSTAND THE PROCESS. 


Deodorants and Disinfectants Are Com- 
monly Cunfused;Facts About So Called 
Harmless Preparations—Simple Rules 
for the Sick Room. 


“There is a common error in the pub- 
lic mind which confounds the idea of 
odors with that of disinfection,” said 
Mr. Cooper McGinn, chief clerk of the 
department of public health. ‘*When- 
ever the question of disinfection arises 
deodorants and disinfectants should be 
removed as far as possible from one an- 
other in consideration. Disinfection is 
one thing and deodorizing another. 

It is all very well to supply an odor 
that is agreeable in connection with the 
use of an agent which accomplishes its 
purposes as a ‘germicide,’ but the idea 
that substituting an odor of carbolic 
acid, or I might say attar of roses,’ for 
any one of the indefinable odorsor putre- 
faction results in the purification of the 
atmosphere upon which the two are 
borne is entirely fallacious. 

„People do not think of using oil of 
peppermint, oil of sassafras or any one 
of the numerous agents whose pungency 
acts acutely upon the membranes of the 
nose, but they take it for granted that 


They do not. 
“The agents employed in disinfection 


which accomplish results are generally 


injurious, and are to be handled with 
care. Wheuever a person tells you that 
he has a disinfectant which is absolute- | 
ly harmless, then set it down that he is 
telling you the truth in every respect. If 
it cannot harm the human in any way 
then it certainly won’t do any damage 
to the ‘micro-organisms’ it is intended to 
destroy. If you can give it to the chil- 
dren to play with, then the best thing to 
do with it is to put it in the sewer and 
look for something that is dangerous to. 
the ‘bacteria,’ and which you can, under 
proper instructions and with an intelli- 
gence supposed to be superior to that of 
the infinitesimal enemy you are combat- 
ing, use to destroy him. 
ABOUT DISINFECTANTS. 

“The unquestioned authority in the 
United States on this subject is Dr. 
George M. Sternberg, and the informa- 
tion evolved from his research, taken in 
cunnection with that of his colleagues of 
the American Public Health association, 
forgs the text book which is followed by 
every health officer, health organization 
and intelligent practitioner in the land. 

He has told us of the misapprehen- 
sion and the injurious consequences 
which result from such misapprehension 
and misuse of the term disinfectant. 
He cites as an example the use of sul- 
phate of iron, a salt which has been ex- 
tensively used with the idea that it is a 
valuable disinfectunt, and he informs us 
that this salt in saturated solution does 
not destroy the vitality of disease germs 
or the infective power of material con- 
taining them, while, nevertheless, it is 
very valuable as an antiseptic, and its 
low price makes it one of the most val- 
uable agents for the ‘arrest of putre- 
factive decomposition. 

„The health officer has issued a cir- 
cular giving information in extenso re- 
} garding the methods to be employed in 
disinfection of various kinds, and this 
circular may be obtained upon applica- 
tion; but to give as briefly as possible 
an idea of what, in the information of 
the present day, it is proper to use in 
order to secure results in the work of 
disinfection, I cannot do better than 
nega from Sternberg about as fol- 

ows: 

„In the sick room, in case of diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, etc., the sputa of 
the sick can, and should be, destroyed 
by fire. Excreta may be disinfected 
with a solution of chloride of lime. 
made by dissolving the chloride in the 
proportion of six ounces to a gallon of 
water. 

DISINFECTING THE SICK ROOM. 

“Clothes can be thoroughly disin- 
fected by boiling for half an hour in 
water. If the heated water is not at 
hand, the clothes should be immersed in 
a solution containing one dram to the 
gallon of corrosive sublimate (mercuric 
chloride), or one ounce to a gallon of 
pure carbolic acid, care being taken not 
to place the mercuric chloride solution 
in metal vessels, but rather in a wooden 
tub or earthen crock. This method does 
not apply to clothing or bedding which 
cannot be washed; this can only be 
properly disinfected by being subjected 
to superheated steam in a suitable steam 
disinfecting apparatus. 

The general plan employed in disin- 
fection of the atmosphere, together with 
the surroundingsin the room, is by means 
of sulphurous acid gas, secured by the 
combustion of sulphur. Thesulphur, in 
powder or small fragments, is placed in 
a shallow iron pan (about three pounds 
for each 1,000 cubic feet of air space), 
which, after being moistened with 
alcohol, is ignited, all measures for thor 
ough closing of every aperture in the 
room having been previously taken. In 
order to guard against fire, it is advised 
that the pan should be set upoi a couple 
of bricks in a tub partly filled with water 

After the room has: been thoroughly 
fumigated the walls should then be 


as that referred to for use in immersing 
clothes previously to their being boiled 
There are any number of other agents 
employed i in the field of disinfection, but 
this is about all 1 should consider it 
necessary to to. 

Prevention, it should be remembered. 
is better than cure, and cleanliness is 
certainly better than gédliness in ward- 
ing off disease that comes by means of 
infection.“ Washington Post.

Conscious Clover Blossoms. 
The subterrandan clover has been 
driven by fts numerous enemies to take 


almost unique modeof protecting its off- 
spring. This particular kind of clover 
affects smooth and close cropped hill- 
sides, where the sheep nibble down the 
grass and other herbage almost as fast as 
it springs up again. 

Now, clover seeds resemble their allies 
of the pea and bean tribes in being ex- 
ceedingly rich in starch and other valu- 
able foodstuffs. Hence they are much 
sought after by the inquiring sheep, 
which eat them off wherever found as 
excepti y nutritious and dainty mor- 
sels. nder these circumstances the 
subterranean clover has learnt to pro- 
duce small heads of bloom, pressed close 
to the ground, in which only the outer 
flowers are perfect and fertile, while the 
inner ones are transformed into tiny, 
wriggling corkscrews. | 

As soon as the fertile flowers have be- 
gun to set their seed, by the kind aid of 
the bees, the wholé stem bends down- 
ward, Automatically, of its own accord; 
the little corkscrews then worm their 
way into the turf beneath, and the pods 
ripen and mature in the actual soil it- 
self, where no prying ewe can poke an 
inquisitive nose to grub them up and de- 
vour them.

ALIVE? 


A Question Asked by Many 
Anxious Friends. 


SOME STRANGE DISAPPEARANCES 


Two Men and a Young Woman Who 
Have Passed from the Knowledge of 
Their Frionds, Leaving No Clews Where- 
by to Trace Them. 4 


“Mysterious Disappearance““ What a 
taking headline that is for a news item, 
and how convenient the fact is to the sen- 
sational novelist. Indeed, the novelists of 
the last generation overworked the thing 
so far that it became a “chestnut,” and is 
now rarely used. But, as a matter of fact, 
disappearances of that sort are now more 
common probably than ever before, and the 
object of this article is to present four re 
cent and mysterious cases. 

Hénry Jay Hanchette, secretary of the 
Los Angeles chamber of commerce, was in 
Chicago as manager of the Citrus fair (an

like nature) held at Chicago early in May. 
When the exhibition closed he was almost 
worn out, and ahnounced his intention of 
going to the Pacific coast by way of the 
Northern Pacific railway, visiting the Yel- 
lowstone region en route. Itis known that 
he claimed his baggage and went to the de- 
pot, and that is the last attainable informa- 
tion. He may be lying sick in some out of 
the way place and he may be in the wilds of 
Yellowstone, but weeks of search and ex- 
tended telegraphing have secured no tid- 
ings of him. 

The lost man isa son of Captain H. S. 
Hanchette, of the Sixteenth Illinois cav- 
alry, who was a prisoner in Alabama when 
the war closed, and could never be found 
or accounted for. The son was born at 
Sullivan, Ind., and was, or is,a man of 
good character and active business habits. 
No reason is known why he should ab- 
scond, and his friends think he has wan- 


dered from the lines of travel in temporary | great. It would not be so great each 


aberration of mind.” There is some evi- 
dence that he was acting rather queerly dur- 
ing his last days in Chicago. 

Equally mysterious and much more com- 
plicated is the case of Charles C. Davis, an 
active business man of Somerville, Mass. 
Twice in recent years he was compelled to 
give up business by reason of brain trouble. 
Soon after his disappearance a letter to his 
wife, directed in his writing, reached Som- 
erville. The postmark was Kansas City. 
It was at once forwarded with special de- 
livery stamp to Mrs. Davis, who was at 
South Framingham, Mass., yet it was never 
received by her; nor have the postal authori- 
ties been able to discover it in the mails. 
The name of Mr. Davis does not appear on 
any hotel register in Kansas City. About 
the same time a Sioux City paper an- 
nounced that “‘Charles E. Davis, of Boston, 
is in the city,” but before inquiry could be 
made that Davis was gone, and so the mat- 
ter rests. The missing man is about forty 
years old, and descriptions of him have been 
widely circulated. 

Emma Carlson is described as a pretty 
Swedish servant girl, who left her employ: 
er’s house in San Francisco for a short 
evening walk and never returned.” At 
first her family felt no great uneasiness, 
for, although it was not known that she 
had a lover, yet her “chum” declared that 
she had and would soon return as Mra 
Andrew Oelson. But several days passed, 
telegrams to Mr. Oelson’s home brought 


no response, and now police and detectives 
are on the hunt. Emma was a good girl,“ 
says her employer, “she had been with me 
three months and her character is above 
reproach.” Nevertheless she has disap 
peared, and at the present writing not a 
trace of her can be found. 

Another recent case was that of Miss 
Annie Tretter, who left her home in a vil: 
lage near St. Louis on March 30 to visit her 
brother in that city. She did not reach his 


house, nor was any trace of her discovered, 


though her father, a wealthy cattle dealer, 
spent the entire time hunting for her. She 
is nineteen years old and quite attractive 
in appearance, but had ntly been very 
sick; My her friends think she Wandered 
away in temporary insanity. That is the 
theory advanced since her return home the 
other day without giving any plausible ac 
count of her whereabouts. 


The Importance of Good Roads. 
While the subject of the improvement 
of the public road system throughout 
the state is being now so generally dis- 
cussed, and ways and means suggested 
for the betterment of the same, it would 
be well for the county commissioners in 
the various counties to use due diligence 
in Securing and appointing good, careful 
men to superintend the construction and 
keeping in repair of our public highways. 
This suggestion is made from the fact 
that very few juries hesitate to award 
damages against a county when 
an accident occurs to an individual 
growing out of a badly kept public road 
A case of this kind was tried last week 
in the circuit court of Washington coun- 
ty. It was a removed case from Mont 
gomery county. Mrs. Elizabeth D 
Moulden was thrown from a wagon. 
owing to the bad condition of a public 
road leading from Washington to Rock 
ville. She sustained severe injuries and 
sued the county for $10,000 damages 
The jury returned a verdict in her favor 
for $2,500. 
This sum, if placed in the hands of a 
careful, petical man, would put a large 
amount of road in safe traveling condi- 
tion. Hence the necessity of selecting 
our best men to work our public roads, 
irrespective of politics, The county has 
levied enough money—over $100,000— 
within the past ten years to have macad - 
amized half the roads in the county. 
Phere is no one thing that has more to 
do with retarding the progress and de- 
velopment of this section of the state 


than the present road system.— Marl.

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NEW CRUSADE BY WOMEN. 


A 


A Project That Could Be Advantageous- 
ly Followed in Every City. 


The women of New York, weary of 


sweeping the filthy streets of the city 
with their trailing skirts, have risen in 
their majesty, organized themselves in a 
great street cleaning brigade and de- 
clared war on the dust scattering ash 
barrel and the foot tripping banana. 
Mrs. Kinnicutt, wife of Dr. Kinnicutt, 
of Thirty-seventh street, and Mrs. Rich- 
ard Irvin are the leaders of the move- 
ment, and have been engaged for some 
time in perfecting their plan of attack, 
which was first formally announced at 
the working girls’ reunion Monday night. 
It is the opinion of these women that the 
much abused commissioner of street 
cleaning and his aids are no more to 
blame for the disgraceful condition of 
the streets than are the careless house- 
holders and pedestrians who thought- 
lessly add their mite of disorder to the 
great aggregation of dirt for which our 
fair island city has gained a world wide 
reputation. 

These ladies, together with Mrs. Gus- 
tav Kissel, Miss Frelinghuysen and others 
as directors, have rented an office at 222 
West Thirty-eighth street, hired a secre- 
tary, and announced to the mayor their 
intention of constituting themselves a 
bureau of information, where all com- 
plaints relating to street nuisances may 
be received, and rules and regulations 
issued in accordance with the city or- 
dinances. 

As a beginning the matter was pre- 

sented by Mrs. Irvin to the great assem- 
bly of working girls, to each of which 
an envelope céntaining twenty-five mem- 
bership slips to this new society was 
given at the door. There will be no fees 
or dues of membership, but each person 
signing the slip promises to keep her own 
outdoor premises neat and orderly, to 
put her ashbarrel out in time for the 
ash man and not sooner, to avoid throw- 
ing bits of paper or any refuse upon the 
pavement, and above all to report any 
neglect of the rules which she sees any- 
where in the city. 
In return for the signed pledge of mem- 
bership a card will be sent prepared for 
hanging upon the wall, and giving the 
rules referred to above in German or 
Italian as well as English, according to 
the nationality of the member. 

Just at present the new society is oc- 
cupied in obtaining and classifying their 
members ‘according to the districts in 
which they reside. Very influential 
people are already included in the mem- 
bership, and very soon the organized 


public and members. Associated with 
the women in this work are many of the 
most influential men in the city, and all 
are determined to have New York high- 
waysand byways as neat, orderly and 
beautiful as those of Paris or Berlin. 
In Paris, if a person throws a torn let- 
ter or anything disorderly upon the 
t, he is obliged to pick up the 
tter or be escorted by a gendarme to 
the nearest police station to pay ‘his fine. 
It is claimed by the Women’s Street 
Cleaning Aid society that the ordinances 
are equally binding in New York if 
some one would enforce them. Now 
that the eyes of this great army of wom- 
en are looking out for the offender, let 
him or her beware, for women are good 
detectives and extremely conscientious 
in performing their duty, particularly 
when, as in this case, the name of the 
informer is carefully guarded from the 
ones they inform against.—New York

A Woman Made an Indian. 

For the first time in the history of the 
North American Indians a white wom- 
an, Mrs. Harriet Maxwell Converse, has 
received the honor of a national adop- 
tion by an Indian nation. Instances of 
name giving” have not been infrequent 
among the Indians, the ‘‘naming” being 
accompanied with considerable cere- 
mony, and usually terminating with a 
feast. These ceremonies, however, are 
purely complimentary, evidencing a feel- 
ing of friendship for the person named“ 
and appreciation for some act of kind- 
ness. But this is the first instance in In- 
dian annals of a formal adoption of a 
white woman into an Indian community, 
to become an actual member of their 
nation, to be fully recognized as such 
and entitled to all the privileges of one 
of the blood. 

S0 the legal admission into their na- 
tion of Mrs. Converse, the poet and In- 
dianologist, by the president and coun- 
cillors of the New York state Seneca In- 
dians, and their recognition of her as 
one of their own people, is unique. Mrs. 
Converse has always defended the rights 
of the Indians of this state, and she ef- 
fectively aided the Indian delegation at 
Albany to oppose a bill before the as- 
sembly which, if carried as a law, would 
have deprived them of their lands. The 
bill. was killed in committee. Before 
the hearing of the Indians by the com- 
mittee Mrs. Converse had been invited 
to sit in their Six Nations council, held 
at Albany, an honor never before be- 
stowed upon a white woman save Mary 
Jemison. This Six Nations, the most 
important of all the Indian councils, 
convenes only in cases of urgency and is 
representative of the rights of all the 
Indians of the league of the Iroquois. 

When the Seneca national council, in 
session at Carrollton, Cattaraugus coun- 
ty, N. Y., in the Allegany reservation, 
was called an application was laid be- 
fore that body to the effect that, by 
love and affection” it was the desire of 
the Indians that Mrs. Converse should 
be received into their nation as a legal 
member of it. Upon er a vote 
was taken, andit was ously re- 
solved that she be at once invited to ap- 
pear before the council and receive her 
Indian name.—New York Cor. Boston

Women Delegates Not Wanted. 

The Methodist conference at Yonkers 
has decided by a very emphatic vote of 
180 to 60 that women should not be ad- 
mitted as delegates to the general con- 
ference.

When it is 
said that it does not follow because a 
woman can sing bass that she ought to 
sing bass, it would seem to be a sufficient 
reply to suggest that if a bass were 
needed to complete a quartet it would be 
rather absurd to reject a bass voice be- 
cause it was the voice of a woman.
